In tho light of 
the experience of tho past few years 
American workingmen should bo able to 
absorb at once tho, lesson contained in 
the following IcttBr:

slaves?" And did you hesr how this 
senator replied: "Don't trouble your- 
self about us. If worse comes to worst, 
wo can hire one-half of the workingmon 
to butcher tho other half?" True, and 
so whenever I hear editors or working- 
men talk of violence I am sad and trou- 
bled. We want such intelligence and 
unity, such a feeling of brotherhood 
among the world's workers that no man 
Will dare to advocate "stern, repressive 
measures,'' thinking in his henrt or say- 
ing with his lipa that they can be en- 
forced by "hiring one-half of tho work- 
ingmen to butchov the other half.'' 


I once heard of an incident bearing on 


this matter which always, when I think 
of it, fills mo with a great glow of hope 
lor the workers of our country. In 187? 
a militia company, probably composed 
of workingmeu, was called out to sup- 
press a riotous strike. In this company 
was a young man—God bless him—who 
said: "I'll go, captain, but I shall hand 
my musket over to tho strikers if I do 
anything. Do you think I can go in the 
interest of a corporation and shoot down 
men who are asking for a living for 
themselves and families?" The threat 
of "court martial" made no diiFereuca 
to this hero, who was bravo enough not 
to fight. Suppose every man in every 
company that wns culled out to suppress 
those strikers had acted like this one. 


What is needed to drive tyranny out 


of the world and forever emanicipate 
'the many from bondage to the few is 
to so educate tho many that every tyrant 
will know that he cannot "hire one-half 
of tho workingmen to butcher tho other 
half." 


Lot every tyrant know that no man 


can be hired to bo a human butcher, 
either as sheriff or soldier, and our free- 
dom is won, for it is on hirelings.that 
tyranny has always depended to carry 
otic its "stoni, repressive'measnres.

Caprlvl's Career. 


General Count Georg Leo von Caprivi 


do Caprora de Konte-Cucculi succeeded 
Prince Bismarck as chancellor of the Ger- 
man empire shortly after the latter's re- 
tirement in Alarch, 1S90, He was born at 
Oharlottenberg in 1331, boinj the son of a 
high legal functionary in tlie service of 
'Prussia. He antOTed tha army in his 18th 
year, and wen rapid 
promotion. 
He 


served with distinction in the campaigns 
of 13M and 18G6, and in the Franco-Prus- 
sian war he acted as chief of staff to the 
Tenth corps. 


Swiftly ascending the other steps of the 


military ladder, he was appointed in 1SS3 
to the command of the Thirtieth division 
bt Metz^ Tho next year ho passed at a 
klngle bound from the army to the navy, 
succeeding Herr von Stileh on^the latter'3 
retirement from thehtad of the Hdmiralty. 
In a short time naval men by profession 
were amazed at the mastery of their arts 
and the perception of their Interests which 
were displayed by a mere landsman and 
soldier-like general, Von Caprivi. 
His 


administration proved at least that ho was 
a man with a rare power of adapting him- 
self to now modern lines of activity. 


Soon after tho present emperor's acces- 


sion, tho navy was reorganized and Gen- 
eral von Caprivi was appointed to the 
command of tho Tenth Army corps, the 
command of tho imperial fleet being 
vested in Admiral von der Goltz. Dur- 
ing maneuvers in the autumn of 1889, the 
emperor had n good opportunity to study 
the character of Von Caprivi, and later he 
was asked to accept the chancellorship. 
Ho was not anxious to accept the position, 
but his scruples and self-distrust were 
finally overcome, imd he assumed the of- 
fice which he haa now resigned. 


During his term of office he has had sev- 


eral severe contests with tho reiclistag. in 
all of which he has come out victorious. 
Among his lator parliamentary struggles 
wore tho fights to secure an increase of tan 
army and the adoption of commercial 
treaties. He was forced to make conces- 
sions on both measures, but the bills wore 
finally passed to the satisfftctlon of the 
government, it being generally believed 
that Count von Caprivi had asked for 
more than he knew would be granted to 
him in order to make the concessions that 
wore sure to be demanded.
